Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1961. 

Vascular  disease,  cancer,  and  bronchitis  are  the  main  diseases 
notified  as  the  cause  of  death.  The  latter  should  in  the  coming  years 
decline  in  incidence  and  fatality,  once  the  projected  increase  in  staff 
enables  us  to  establish  a clean  air  zone  in  Arnold.  Analysis  of  air  over 
the  past  3 years  has  shown  that  Arnold  is  rather  unfortunate  in  the 
degree  of  pollution,  as  it  lies  to  the  north-east  of  the  City,  and  the 
wind  blows  most  frequently  from  the  south-west.  Nevertheless, 
most  of  the  pollution  we  get  arises  in  Arnold  itself,  and  considerable 
improvement  can  be  expected  from  our  own  efforts.

In  addition  a few  accidents  occurred  in  other  circumstances.  It 
would  appear  that  there  has  been  no  overall  increase  in  accidents 
beyond  those  proportional  to  the  increase  in  population,  although 
fatalities  on  the  roads  have  increased.  It  is  probable  that  road  accidents 
result  in  more  severe  injury  than  those  at  home  as,  nationally  at  any 
rate,  admissions  to  hospital  are  more  numerous  for  accidents  in  the 
home  than  for  accidents  on  the  roads.

The  Laboratory  is  also  able  to  carry 
out  chemical  analysis  of  food.  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
is  an  official  analyst  for  the  purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.

The  Child  Welfare  Service.

The  mother  concerned  must  find  the  guardian, 
who  receives  a small  payment  from  the  County  Council  if  approved, 
the  mother  having  to  make  her  own  arrangements  for  the  cost  of 
feeding  and  attention.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  36th  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1961. 

Changes  in  clerical  staff  during  1961  have  been  responsible  for 
the  delay  in  presenting  this  report.  This  has  now  been  resolved 
together  with  the  appointment  of  additional  Technical  Staff  during 
1962  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  back-log  of  work  in  connection 
with  the 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
Factories  Act 
Clean  Air  Act 

is  now  under  way  and  will  be  dealt  with  in  subsequent  Reports. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  Slum  Clearance  is  becoming  an 
accomplished  fact.  The  re-development  of  cleared  sites  for  road 
improvements,  business  premises  and  the  provision  of  flats  for 
re-housing  is  now  a very  marked  feature  throughout  the  district. 

The  policy  of  the  Housing  Committee  in  regard  to  the  siting  and 
provision  of  further  flats  will  be  very  noticeable  by  the  end  of  1963. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
Staff  and  Workmen  of  the  Department  have  carried  out  their  duties 
during  the  year,  also  the  co-operation  from  the  Chief  Officers  and 
Staff  of  other  Departments  and  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their  continued 
confidence  and  support.

Water  Supply 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nottingham  is  the  Water  Authority 
for  this  Urban  District. 

A constant  supply  of  drinking  water  has  been  available  through- 
out the  district  during  the  year. 

No  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  Public  Baths  have  been  well  conducted  during  the  year 
under  the  able  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Baker,  Baths  Superintendent. 
No  complaints  were  received  by  the  Health  Department  as  to 
unsatisfactory  hygiene  conditions. 

For  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1962,  the  income 
from  all  sources  was  £2,530  (£2,666)  with  an  expenditure  of  £5,378 
(£5,587)  leaving  a balance  of  £2,848  charged  to  the  Rate  Fund, 
equivalent  to  a 2d.  Rate. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Foul  sewerage  from  the  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban 
District  is  dealt  with  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  at  their  disposal 
works  Stoke  Bardolph  at  a cost  to  this  District  of  £19,746  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1962. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repairs  of  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  for  the  same  period  was  £19,786  including  £17,346  Loan 
Charges;  this  figure  also  includes  the  Loan  Charges  on  the  major 
storm  water  scheme  now  nearing  completion. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  Rivers  or  Canals  within  the  District. 

The  five  tributary  streams  draining  the  areas  : — 

1.  Gedling  Road  and  Mapper  ley  confluence  via  Arno  Vale  Road  and 
Thackerays  Lane. 

2.  Coppice  Road  confluence  via  Bentwell  Avenue  and  Brookfield 
Road. 

3.  Kingswell  confluence  via  Nottingham  Road  Recreation  Ground. 
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4.  Calverton  Road  confluence  via  Front  Street  and  Nottingham 
Road. 

5.  Redhill  confluence  via  Mansfield  Road  to  Jubilee  Road. 

All  converge  into  the  Daybrook  which  in  turn  discharges  into 
the  River  Leen  at  Bobbers  Mill  in  the  City  of  Nottingham,  via  the 
Valley  Road  Playing  Fields. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  position  throughout  the  district  generally  is  in  my  opinion 
entirely  satisfactory  in  that  a water  carriage  system  operates  to  the 
extent  of  100  per  cent. 

No  more  than  11  Pail  Closets  remain  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
district. 

Cesspools 

There  are  approximately  107  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  Urban  District,  on  the  East,  Northeast  and  Northern  boundaries, 
where  public  sewers  are  not  available.  These  are  emptied  by  the 
Council  on  request  twice  a year  (Spring  and  Autumn)  at  a charge  of 
30s.  Od.  per  800  gallons.  An  income  of  £125  was  received  during  the 
year  for  emptying  cesspools,  expenditure  £144. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

37  observations  were  carried  out  by  the  Department  regarding 
nuisances  from  smoke. 

The  air  pollution  measurement  apparatus  installed  at  the  Public 
Library  in  August,  1959,  continues  to  operate,  recordings  from  this 
instrument  are  sent  monthly  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory. 

It  is  hoped  to  include  suitable  data  on  this  subject  in  future 
reports. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health's 
report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the  28th  March,  1961.  This 
was  referred  to  a Sub-Committee  for  consideration  and  report. 

Section  II 

I consider  the  Urban  District  should  be  split  into  eight  areas 
to  be  declared  smokeless  zones  in  order  that  eventually  the  whole 
district  would  be  a smokeless  zone.  I would  suggest  the  two  following 
areas  should  be  proposed  to  the  Ministry  by  September  or  October 
1961  in  order  that  the  zones  shall  be  in  operation  by  October  1962. 
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No.  1 Zone — 

This  includes  a great  part  of  the  new  development  in  the 
district  and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  area  should  have  satisfactory 
installations. 

“Plains  Road  from  the  junction  of  Somersby  Road  to  Mapperley 
Plains  to  Woodborough  Lane  and  an  area  westwards  from 
Mapperley  to  include  Wimpey’s  Estate,  The  Westminister 
Estate  and  the  new  development  off  Somersby  Road”. 

No.  2 Zone — 

This  zone  is  the  south  west  corner  of  the  District  and  would 
benefit  the  district  immediately  as  the  prevailing  winds  are  S.W. 
‘ ‘Mansfield  Road  and  Oxclose  Lane  junction  in  a line  westwards 
to  the  boundary  in  a southerly  direction  to  the  Railway  bridge, 
Mansfield  Road,  from  the  bridge  on  the  Western  side  of  Mansfield 
Road  to  the  Oxclose  Lane  junction  and  all  premises  situated 
inside  this  triangle”. 

With  the  appointment  ot  additional  Technical  Staff  it  is  hoped 
that  progress  in  this  field  will  develop  more  rapidly  over  the  next  two 
years. 


Public  Cleansing 

In  spite  of  the  long  haul  to  the  Watnall  Refuse  Tip  a 7 day 
collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  apart  from 
delay  after  the  Bank  Holiday  periods,  which  was  usually  made  good 
within  the  fortnight. 

The  Committee  authorised  the  purchase  of  a Dennis  Paxit 
Major  II  having  a capacity  of  22/30  cu.  yards.  This  vehicle  came  into 
service  in  January  1962. 

A total  of  946  man-days  were  lost  during  the  year  as  follows: 
Injury  and  Sickness  459,  Absent  31,  Annual  Holidays  250,  Bank 
Holidays  206,  as  compared  with  947  days  lost  in  1960. 

The  740  days  lost  excluding  206  for  Bank  Holidays  is  equivalent 
to  2.85  men  off  work  per  week  throughout  the  year. 

Trade  Refuse  and  other  charges  produced  an  income  of  £293 
compared  with  £232  in  1960. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  tipping  of  house  refuse  in  the  disused  Railway  cutting  at 
Watnall  continued  throughout  the  year. 
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After  a full  years  working  with  the  Drott  Tractor  used  for  levelling 
and  compaction  of  refuse,  it  will  be  noted  that  Disposal  costs  have 
been  reduced  from  £3,262  in  1960  to  £2,212  in  1961,  showing  a 
saving  of  £1,000  with  mechanical  plant  as  against  manual  labour, 
plus  a much  better  finished  job,  enabling  large  capacity  refuse 
vehicles  to  operate  without  becoming  bogged  down. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Watnall  Tip  will  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  March  1963.  Further  tipping  sites  are  urgently  needed,  locally 
if  possible  to  eliminate  the  time  factor  on  long  hauls.

The  Waiting  Lists  showed  an  increase  of  2 at  the  end  of  1961, 
giving  a total  of  501  as  against  499  at  the  end  of  1960.  This  is  the 
first  increase  recorded  since  the  peak  year  in  1951  with  a total  of  964 
cases. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  after  the  half  year  check  there 
are  493  cases  on  the  Lists. 

The  waiting  period  at  the  end  of  December  1961  was 
approximately  5 years  10  months.  This  has  now  built  up  to  over 
6 years  owing  to  the  fact  that  no  new  houses  have  been  completed 
since  the  Sherbrook  Road  Estate  in  May  1960. 

Of  the  44  flats  and  re-lets  during  1961,  21  (48%)  were  allocated 
to  Slum  Clearance  re-housing.

Slaughterhouses 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations 
(Appointed  Day)  Order  1961  and  The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  (Appointed  Day)  Order  1961,  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  April  1961  in  the  Urban  District  of  Arnold.  In  consequence 
of  these  Regulations,  the  following  slaughterhouse  premises  were 
discontinued: —

The  Nottingham  Co-operative  Society  Ltd.  8/10  Front  Street. 

The  following  Licensed  Slaughterhouse  remains  in  operation: 
Messrs.  S.  Hackett  Ltd.,  15  Mansfield  Road. 

These  premises  have  been  substantially  enlarged,  modernised 
and  brought  up  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  Regulations. 
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Meat  Inspection 

This  work  continues  to  be  a major  operation  not  only  in  import- 
ance but  in  the  amount  of  time  taken  up  by  the  technical  staff  of  the 
Department. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a 100%  examination  of 
carcases  but  this  meant  that  other  duties  of  the  Department  were 
adversely  affected. 

During  the  period  1st  April  1961  to  31st  March  1962  a total 
of  1,051  visits  were  made  when  a total  of  60,542  carcases  were 
examined  as  follows: —
